wind-borne. Others are carried 
on or in the seed. All of these 
diseases may occur 
on 
new 
land. After a disease organism 
is introduced into a now’ field 
it may linger until the infec­ 
tion finally 
reaches 
serious 
proportions. Corn smut 
is 
good example of a fungus that 
is carried to a new field 
by 
wind-borne spores, 
and

survives in the soil for several 
seasons. 
Newly cleared woodland or

Smith says farmers and ranch­ 
ers should make every effort 
to keep such soil disease-free.
